To. make moft perfect and 
moft pretious Sol and Luze; 
wherein they imitated the 
forefteps of Nature, choo- 
fing to themfelves moft pure 
Earths, white and Red, 
which they. named their. Sol 
and Lane ; joyning them to- 
gether asNature dothywith- 
out repugnance, untill at 
length they were brought 
to a fixation and {ubtilty : 
This thing alfo is needfull 
for you to perform, if you 
defire to obtain the defired 
end in this Science. . 

For Sol and Lune, is no- 
thing clfe, but Red and 
white Barth, to which Na-

: ‘And moreover , that in 
themfelves they may be in- 
finitely multiplied, and able 
to free the body of Man 
from the worft and moft 
deadly Difeafes ; which 
Properties truly are not 
found ia common Sol and 
Lune, without great La- 
bour, (and yet but onely in 
part) becaufe that tne Ve- 
getative power, the Mother 
of all incteafe, for the moft 
part, is long fince extinct in 
them.

form this, and toimitate the

thou maylt worthily rejoyce 

nin the name of a Phylofo- 

| pher, as being not meanly 
expcrt in natural things, 

It is to be noted, That the 
more Antient Phylofophers 
ufed not common Sol and 

| Lape in this Work, and 
therefore they faid, Thar 
their work needed not great 
Coft and Charges, bur that 
it might be as well perform- 
ed by the Poor, as the Rich: 
Which were » altogether 
different from the truth; if 
it- could not be performed 
without Common So] and 
Lune: For they ate very 
B 3 prc: 
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pretious and rare and hard- 
ly to. be gotten of poor men fi 
without great labour. In- 
deed, many have brought 
great quantities of Sol and 
Lune to nothing by this Art, 
and have unprofitably {pent 
and waited their Time and 
Labour, to the deflruction 
both of their Bodies and 
Souls, which ismuchto be 
lamented, 

Moreover, in thefe our 
Times , we know no man 
who doth diligently and 
truly find out the Philofo- 
phers Tin@ures, but moft of 
them labour abfurdly and 
vainly in vulgar Adercury,and 
in common Sol and Luxe; 
thercfore few of them ob- 
tain this grace. é 

Let 
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Letus take hedi; foral- 
af though Sol and Lune may be 
fubtilated and mixed “with 
tinctures , and fo reduced 
into Jeffer . tinfures. and 
\Elixers with mean profit ; 
yet the true way according 
to the Do&rine ‘of Philo- 
fophers, isnot in them: for 
-Sol and Luge are two tin- 
Gures Principal , red and 
f white, buried in oneand the 
uil fame body, which by nature 
ial ff were never brought to per- 
fe& compliment, yet ‘they 
arc feparable from their dir- 
| ty and earthy accidentall

and red, fo-as-in no fort:

By the green Lion , all

For as every Beak is fub-

fore it is called the fecret 
Fire of nature, firring up 
the compound, and per- 
fecting it in our Glaffe into a 
Stone,tnlike manner as feed, 
by reafon of its own proper 
naturall heat, and radicall | 
moifture,, | 
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wp moiture, if its mother 
{Earth doth putrifie toadmi- 
fable Generation and Mul- 
f tiplication. 

J) Whofoever therefore 
keeps not this our hear, our 
fire, our balnium , our invi- 
fible and moft ‘temperate 
f flame, and of one regiment, 
fand continually burning in 
tone quality and meafure 
within our Glaffe; I fay, 
whofocver arse ta not 
this Dunghill , horfebelly, 
and moift fi fire, * fhall labour 
in vain, and fhall never at- 

tain this Science. 
Thou feck therefore that 
the radical humidity, which 
fis that firk vegetable Ver- 
tue, is the caufe of multipli- 
cation of every thing in ‘ts 
kind. 
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kind.» Therefore of thel 
CompoStion of Sol and Laney: 
take our burning water, thath, 
Aqua vite, which the igno 
rant do think, but falfly, tof, 
be extracted from Wine, 
Oyl, and fuch like Li 
quors.

not multipliable, may more 
eafily gct the habit and ver-

That the Body taken: from 
little Mountains , 1s a Body 
White and clear, not Suffering 
ptr efasiton nor motion, and 
Wit is that which is generated te- 
ween Male and Female; By 
fthofe little Mountains is un- 
derftood Sol and Luze, which 
fare naturally feparated from 
$ by a great diftance, by 
whofe influence Gold and 
iSilver are generated , both 
Which are in our Mercu- 
ry. 

By Male and Female, we 
if underftand Agent and Pati- 
Ment, AGive and Paffive,both 

Which arealfoin our active 
Mercury, andin our Paffive 


watt’ Barth, 
í Whereby 
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Whereby, — without fit 
doubt, is inferred, thar a! 
mineral Earth and Water 
are the AGive and Paffive 
matter, as the Philofophers $ 
Stone. And here hence 
appears that community: be- 
tween the Poor and Rich; 
{ceing that the Stone may be 
madeof one thing, without 
vifible Sol and Lane. 

But here by the way, I 
advertife thee, that betwixt 
the Elixer and the Stone 
there is this difference ; for 
the Stone rejoyceth in unity 
and fimplicity, but the Elix- 
crin plurality, 

The Stone therefore is 
one thing, our Mercury, Sol, 
Lune , our Lin&ure white 
and red, which may be na- 

turally . 
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ipttrally joyned withirs own 
oper Earth, or with the 
eh taken from the little 
Mountains, and may eafily 
Be obtained by mortal men. 
Bur the Elixer is the fame 
Vegetable- Mercury, which 
yet by reafon of its fixation, 
itis faid not to be common, 
but confifting of. many 
fhings, for ic is abfolutely 
fix’d inthe Earth of com- 
on Sol and Luze: And 
thercfore it alwayes con- 
jpifieth of many things, viz. 
Of Mercury vegetable, and 
fofa different Earth, which 
lisneither Common nor fit 
for poor men, Butof this 
ypearcth, itis not much tobe 
He{pected of what fubftance 
itis, {o it be fix'd. 


Alphidius 
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Alphidius is of the fame 
Opinion, faying, The Facess} 
From whence this Earth is ta- 
ken, feeing it is of no value, 
is altogether to be rejetted, Bis 
and the Mercury to be planted We 
in another {ubtil Earth: For } 
its own Earth is {eldom na- 
tutal in the compofition of 
the Elixer. 

Yet, my Friend ., I will 
name it to thee by its own 
Name , whereby the com- 
mon People nameit ; and it 
is the end of the Egg,where- 
by we underftand the na- 
ture of Mettals, wz. Mer 
cary rightly mix’d by Na- 
ture, withits own fulphur, 
of its own accord inclined by 
pntrefaGion and growing. 


From 
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From this Egg, three 

ings muk be confidered ; 

y, The Yolk, the 

WV bite, and the Shell; and 
his laftis only and altoge- 
ther neceflary for Phy ofo- 
fopiphers , which is called the 
End ofthe Egg ; that is, the 
Haft part, rejoycing in per- 
eGion, having the likenefs 
IOF a little Mountain ; and 
ilfo generated between 
Male and Female ;) which 
when it is perfectly calcined 
afit exceeds all Earths: what- 
iWfoever in whirenefs and fub- 
Miilty, enduring the greateft 
fre; embracing Tincture , 
fnd defiring a metalin Na- 

f ire, which is hardiy Be- 
{eved of Workers in ‘the 
Act 5 whlefs’ they being 
j C over» 
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overcome by experience the 
Miftrefs of things, that they} 
be compelled to confefs and 
admire it. But another 
Earth, ‘wherein there is 
any Mercurial humidity, 
will not drink up our Mer- 
cury with fo much greedi- 
nefs, and therefore ir is 
not fo commodious; the rea- 
fon is, becaufe it aboundeth 
with its proper and natural 
humidity, but this hath non 
fuch, for its humidity was | 
naturally transferred to the 
generation and union of the 
White and the Yolk. 

Yet we deny not, that this 
vertue is neceffary, yet pro- 
fitable for the prefervation 
of man’s Body, which isde- 
rived from the outward 

parts 
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parts tothe inward, yet fo 
as it be mixed with the Elix- 
er of life; this Earth is 
wholly contemned , when 
the matter included is cor- 
rupted, and is caft out on 
the Dunghill, and every 
where troden under foot, 
and accounted unprofita- 
ble. 

Sometimes I defiring to 
try whether it would joyn 
with our unétious humidity: 
I put it thereto, which it 
drunk up with fo greatap- 
petite as that it feemed 
{pongious, & a moft fat con- 
gealation, rather then_an 
Earth - naturally naked ; 
from which when I had 
gently evoparated Mercurys 
it remained very Citron.

In the Name of God take 
a Drop of the Green Lyon, 


which I have mentioned be- 
fore, and diffolve him in di- 
flill'd Vinegar very well for 
ten dayes,ftirring the Com- 
pound ftrongly three times 
every day, that ir may be 
well mixed: then feparate 
the Foeces three times by fil- 
ter ; afterward evaporate 
the Vineger with a gentle 
fire, untill it be thick as

Piteh; then pour it out, and 
keep it fafe, 

Having 12 pounds of the 
Green Lyon thus brought 
into Gum, thou mayt be- 
lieve, thar thou halt feen 
Earthof Earth,and the Bro- 
ther-of Earth, whereof Phy- 
lofophers have fo often fpo- 
ken; put thereof three pound 
into a Glafs, whofe third 
part may contain at leaft four 
Sextaries of Wine: put it 
into a. Furnace with Sand,fo 
as the Sand may be two fin- 
gers thick under the Glafs, 
and about and above the 
Matter 3 then.the matter be- 
ing a little dryed with a gen- 
tle heat, put a Receiver not 
yet luted thereto; after a 
few hours,having received a 

cer- 
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certain light Water, when 
thou feeft a certain white 
Fume begin to afcend, put 
thereto another moft long 8 
moft large Receiver, which 
lay clofe, leaft the Spirits 
break forth, whichare moft 
neceffary in this Work: 
Note alfo, that from the

the Bloud of the Green Ly- 
on, called The Secret Water, 
and moft fharp Vinegar, by

ture: Iris alfo the Egami- 
ner of all Bodies diffolved, - 
and not diflolved ; a Fire 
hot and moik, moft fharp, a 
Water-carrying Fire inits 
Belly; otherwife it could 
nothave power to diffolve 
Bodies into thefr firt Mart- 
ter: Thisis our Mere: 
our Sol,our Lune whic 
ule in our Secret Work.

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Take the Feeces left in the

Rule; If thou ordain the

having thefe two Mercuriesy 
thou mayt practife with 
them, either upon their own 
Earths,or upon the calxes of 
Mettals prepared. 

For it is faid, The Earth 
isnot much tobe refpedcted, 
fo that it be fix’d,. There- 
fore take which thou wilt, 
being firk altered into 
whitenefs; and for the white 
work,you may ferment thus;

This our Mercury fubli- 
med and fixed, made of the 
white Earth ofbodjes alter- 
ed, arifing at firft admirably 
by the vertue and help of 
water,. 
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This is that Mercurys in- 
fread of which the unlearn- 
ed take the compounded of 
common Mercury,Vitriolsand 
Sol fublimed ; wherein they 
are deceived : when. this is 
thus fixed into white earth, 
it is. afterward calcined, 
whereof is made an Elixer 
or ftone as fo'loweth; Put 
it into a circulatorie, and 
pour thereon Virgins mill 
to.cover it, then circulate 
it to the thicknefs.of-oyl,by 
drying and calcining it, as 
often as thou wilt, for by 
this. means-it may. be aug- 
mented infinitely.

In like manner thou fhalt

But when after putri- 

| fation, it fhall be reduced 
| into Whitenefs, then it be- 
comes fpiritual, and is more 
apt 
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aptto joyn better with our 
Mercurie fiblimed natural- 
ly, and by the leat parts, 
and alfo to be fixed toge- 
ther infeparably ; which 
would not be fo naturall, if

out doubt cannot poffibly be 
in bodies which were never 

erfeétly. fix'd, but the body
